MonTREAL : „ %7.—France, like 
England, is looking toward Canada for a sup- 
ply of remounts forthe army. For this pur- 
se two French cavalry © rs, the one a 
Ba Italne- Commandant and the other a Lieu- 
te t ot tue Tenth Dragoons, now quartered 
Montauban, have just arrive in 
Canada.

A REAR-END COLLISION.

A Tempestuous Voyage.

Berlin Dam Gone. 


OsnRosn, Wis., Oct. 17.—Berlin Dam, on 
Fox River, just above Eureka, went out Mon- 
day night. This is almost unprecedented 
from the fact thatthe water in the river has 
been remarkably low during the past few 
weeks, andtheriver has been at the lowest 
mark ever known. It is thought that the sun 
and wind opened crevices through which the 
water started and carri«d the structure away. 
The loss of the dam will seriously impede 
navigation on the Upper Fox. It will proba- 
bly be rebuilt at once.

Three other men were 
hurt, but not seriously.

UROPE IS JEALOUS. 


A SOUTH AMERICAN DELEGATE’S VIEWS ON 
THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 


Mr. Bolet Peraza Discusses Certain Criti- 
ciams by Americana—The Delegates Ani- 
mated by Good Feeling Toward the 
United States—No Entangling Alliances— 
The Excursion Party Entertained and 
Resting at Detroit. 


By Telegraph to the Poat-Dispra Ton. 

New York, Oct. 17.—Mr. Bolet Peraza, dele - 
gate of the Republic of Venezuela to the Inter- 
national American Congress, arrived in this 
city from Buffalo on Tuesday and started 
again last evening to join his colleagues in 
Chicago. He was seen by the Post- DISPATCH 
correspondent and made the following state- 
ment, which, ne said, was in accordance with 
the sentiments of the other delegates. 

Upon my arrival in New York, I read the 
editorial article which appeared in the Tribune 
on Tuesday, entitled ‘Not a Patriotic Policy.’ 
I fully agree with the ideas set 
forth therein, and sincerely regret that 
certain people should seek to belittle the idea 
which has caused us to assemble for the wel- 
fare of the three Americas. I can easily un- 
derstand the dissatisfaction of the Europeans 
concerning this ‘matter. Europe is jealous; 
she 3 commerce with us will be 
diminis by the increase of our trade with 
the United States. But 1 can’t understand 
how any one in the United States should be 
the same as the European critics. It is cer- 
tainly to be deeply regretted thatin the dis- 
cussion of vital interests common toa whole 
continent, secondary Interests of political 
parties should be Interposed. We have not 
come to this country animated by any ill-feel- 
ing toward Europe, but animated 
by good feeling toward America. 
It is not a question of establishing 
‘entangling alliances.’ We have not come 


to request the United States toarm herself to 
defend our people in case some European 
powers encroach upon us, as has happened in 
the past and may happen in the future. Itis 
not necessary for the United States to cross 
swords with any power to establish the right 
of American sovereignties. The power, the 
greatness and common sense of this great 
American commonweaith will enable it to 
solve the great difficulties between our nations 
and Europe without blood or sacrifices,simply 
by uttering words of N for our rights 
and that because it is an acknowledged and 
non-contested principle that 
‘AMERICA IS FOR THE AMERICANS.’ 

The nations of South America, Central 
America and Mexico have delegated promi- 
nent men, who are patriotic and honest, 
to represent them at this congress. There is 
not one among them who would sign any 
compact which would jeopardize the sover- 
eignty of his country. I appreciate in the 
same degree the honest purposes of the United 
States. Iam convineed of them, not only by 
the memorable speech of Mr. Blaine at the 
opening of the congress, but by the hearty, 
splendid and fraternal receptions with which 
we have been honored in all of the States and 
cities in our tour across the country. For the 
very reason that Venezuela, which lrepresent, 
is the republic that in our America has im- 
mediate cause to complain of the —— 
tendency of Aurope, for that very reason 
believe that itis my duty to state that we do 
not Intend to establish so called ‘entangling 
alliances.” Great Britain will continue to en- 
croach upon the banks of the Orinoco until 
this International Congress shall establish 
cordial relations between all the American 
nations; until she sees that the American 
powers are united by the force of their mutual 
interests. It would then only be necessary for 
the United States to express the wish that 
such boundary questions be submitted to a 
decision by arbitration, as is the custom now- 
a-days, among civilized nations. Great Britain 
would then acknowledge what she has stead- 
lly refused to acknowledge heretofore and 
accept the decision of the nation 

CALLED UPON TO ARBITRATE. — 

„„No entanzling alliances could be dfawn 
from this, and this cannot authorize certain 
people to attack the personality of the emi- 
nent statesman whohas conceived and pro- 
moted the idea. 1 do fot entertain the slight- 
est doubt thatthe Congress will be beneficial 
to the three Americas, Its work will be labo- 
rious because we shall open unbroken fields. 
We shali establish new principies of interna- 
tional rights for the Americas; we shall re- 
wove the difficulties which time bas brought 
about. It is not impossible to agree upon a 
way of buying our respective products and 
selling to greater advantage than at present. 
We are not manutacturers and can- 
not be for some time to come. 
But wecan be the granary for Northern 
America. Let her furnish us with her machin- 
ery and her capital and we shail establish 
raliroads, till the solion a larger scale and 
found aericultural banks and commercial 
banks. MWe shall give in exchange coffees, 
cocoa, indigo, sugar, drugs, rubber, ore, etc. 
These resources are only awuiting the aid of 
capitaland modern appliances. 

Let us unify our currency and facilitate 
our exchanges; let us treat one another more 
cordially and become better acquainted; let 
us work for our fraternity and advancement 
and put aside ali mean local, political interest 
which serves to belittie that greater idea con- 
ceived in America at the opening of the cent- 
ury.’’

AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


German Glove Manufacturers Sue Their 
Agents in America. 


By Telegraph to the Post-JisPaToH. 

NEW Tonk, Oct. 17.—Charles Putzer, as at- 
torney for Uhle, Van Wagner & Co., hosiery 
and glove manufactory of Chemnitz, Saxony, 
has begun sult for 20, 000 in the New York Su- 
preme Court against Burnham, Hanna, Mun- 
ger & Co., of Detroit and Kansas City, alleging 
conspiracy between the latter firm and Arbib 
& Oo., selling agents of the Saxony -house, 


The complaint alleges that an order to ship 
$10,000 worth of gloves and hosiery to 
Burnham, Hanna, Munger & Co., at 
Kansas City at reaular prices’’ was 
received in 1888 at Chemnitz from Arbib & Co. 
The goods were shipped, and arrived at the 
Kansas City Custom-housein bond. Au in- 
voice of the shipment at 40 per cent of reguiar 
prices was presented at the Custom house, 
and on the filingofa bond to protect the 
Government on a possible undervaluation, 
the goode were taken out, sventy, Soar 
hours later the consular invoice which showed 
the true value of the shipment arrived, and 
the attention of the Custom-house authorities 
was at once attracted by the remarka- 
ble discrepancy between the two inyoices. 
The difference in duty and the penalty 
for undervaluation, however, amounting to 
$820 was promptly paid in gold and there was 
no further trouble at the Custom- house. 
Uhle, Van Wagner & Co., however, did not 
getany remittance on their goods, though 
similar orders kept coming on from Arbib & 
Co. These were filled up to the amount of 
$100,000, but the shipments were subsequently 
stopped in transit and sold to other parties 
for whatever they would bring. The loss on 
such later shipments, together with the 
amount of the first invoice at regular prices, 
is claimed to have amounted to $20,000, of 
which the Chemnitz concern have not 
received a cent, although it is claimed 
that the 40 per cent of value 
at which Arbib & Co. sold the 
first goods was paid to them as agents of 
Uhle, Van Wagner 4 Co. The existence of 
any such authorized agency at Kansas City 
as would have the right to receive money for 
goods is denied by the Ubemnitz firm. No 
answer has yet been filed in the New York 
courts, The notice of appearance is signed 
by D. A. Sullivan of 160 Broadway, who says 
he is only the representative in this city of 
Don M. Diekinson, late Postmaster-General, 
Detroit, counsel for the defendants. Mr. Sul- 
livan is unable to say what the answer will 
be. The firm of Burnham, Hanna, Munger & 
Co, is said to be rated at $300,000 in the com- 
mercial agency books and is one of the largest 
jobbing houses ln the West. Mr. Burnham, 
though a resident of Detroit, is President of 
the Germun-American National Bank, of 
Kansas City. Arbib & Co,, according to Mr. 
Putgels’ statement, are in tue hands of a re- 
ceiver. They donot appear to have made 
any money out of this or similar transactions. 
One suit against the Kansas City house ona 
like state o ffacts was decided against them 
forfullamount of $2,500in favor of the Al- 
gernon Plaid Milisot Savannah, Ga., in the 
United States Circuit Court at Kansas City 
last June.

JUMPING ON MUVING TRAINS. 


Special Officers Retained te Arrest and 
Prosedute Such Offenses. 


In the Second District Police Court this 
morning several cases of boys jumping on 
cars were prosecuted. The alarming fre- 
quency with which boysand young men are 
killed or maimed by the railroads in St. Louis 


and the vicinity has caused frequent com- 
ments. 

John H. Davis of the special service depart- 
ment of the Wabash road is employed for the 
sole purpose of keeping boys from jumping 
on the cars while in motion and in arresting 
them when they commit the offense. He runs 
regulariy between St. Louis and Moberly and 
has nade a number of arrests and caused the 
conviction of several boys who persist in 
climbing on the cars and sreaterror to the 
trainmen. Mr. Davis says that there 
is an organized gang of these 
boys about 18 years of age 
who make a practice of jomping on passenger 
trains and stealing anything that they can lay 
their bandson. They also seriously cripple 
the rolling stock by stealing brasses which 
they sell for about 10 cents each, which cost 
the rallroad company a much larger sum. 
These boys do not have any 
fear of the officers or trainmen, as 
they go in regular organized ange 
and eit ls neraly as much as a man’s life is 
worth to arrest one, as the rest will all pile in 
and help him.“ said Mr. Davis. 

If a trainman attempts to putthem off the 
cars he has his hands full, and they are gen- 
erally compelled to let them stay on until 
they want to get off. 

Since July Mr. Davis says he has arrested 
about fifteen of these hoodlums, but 
it does not appear to diminish their numbers, 
only meking them the more dangerous as 
they will resist arrest. 

The railroad company is greatly bothered 
by this gang of young toughs, not only by 
their thefts but from the fact that there is al- 
ways great danger from their getting kilied 
while jumping on and off moving trains.

Great Excitement in the Chicago Criminal 
Court Building—Henry L. Stoltenberg, 
Private Secretary to Alexander Sullivan, 
Repeats to the Grand-Jury the Sensa- 
tional Statements Made by Him to the 
State’s Attorney- Mr. Windes, Sullivan’s 
Partner, Ejected From Judge Longeneck- 
er’s Office. 


Curcaco, III., Oct. 17.—The Tribune this 
morning says: The ex-Senior Guardian John 
F. Beggs has weakened. He has threatened 
that unless cértain conditions are complied 
with a full and complete statement of his 
knowledge of the plot which ended in the 
murder of Dr. Cronin will be placed in the 
hands of the State’s Attorney. 

STOLTENBERG’S STORY. 

There is plenty of excitement about the 
Criminal Court building to-day—more of it. 
in fact than atany time since the jury bribery 
plot was first lald bare in all its miserable de- 
tails. Early in the morning it became evident 
that the arrestof Henry L. Stoltenberg, 
Alexander Sullivan’s private secretary, was 
to be followed bya full Grand-jury investiga- 
tion into the matter. 

One of the first witnesses summoned was 
Btoltenberg. Hetold to the Grand-jury the 
story he gave State’s Attorney Longenecker 
last night and what caused so greata sensa- 
tion in the circles of the prosecution. When 
he came out he was seen by arcporter for the 
Evening News and asked if it were true that be 
bad gone before the Grand-jury willingly to 
tell all he knew. 

**Not by a long shot,’’ he replied. 

„Wat did youtell them about Alexander 
Sullivan? * 

Can't say a word about that. Can you tell 
me where Mr. Windes is? I want to see him 
at once. And the young man rushed off. 

SOMETHING BIG DEVELOPING. 

It ts evident that something big is develop- 
ing, though the State refuses to reveal the ex- 
act breed of the hen that is on. One 
of the Assistant State Attorneys said 
this morning: Something mighty Important 
may occur before to-night, and when it does 
happen it will astonish the people of this 
city.’’ State's Attorney Longenccker and 
Luther Lafiin Mills were conspicuous by their 
absence whenthe courtin which the alleged 
Cronin murderers are on trial was opened this 
morning and Mr. Hines represented the State. 
The reason possibly for their absence may be 
found in the appearance of Mr. Windes 
Alexander Sullivan's partner, at the Crimina 
Court building, and the statement that he 
wus to appear before the Grand-jury and de 
mand to know his position, but there was an 
air of mystery around the court-room, and in 
the movements of the counsel, which induced 
the beliefthat another surprise is in store tor 
the public. 

INJUDGE M’CONNELL’S COURT 
there wwre three new veniremer sworn and 
Judge M’Conneli at once indicated to them 
What sort ot jurors he wanted and said: 1 


Shall anticipate the examination of the ven- 


fremen by stating the law ina criminal case. 
In the eves of the law these men 
are innocent for the reason that there 
has been no evidence introduced 
against them at all, and they have the — 
to the protection of the law as you an 
would have under similar circumstances—that 
is, to be confronted by the witnesses and to be 
convicted upon the ovidence beard in court 
from the sworn witnesses, or, if 
State falls to satisfy your 
the defendants are entitled to an 
acquittal. Weare attempting to impanel a 
jury that can act upon the legal presumption 
of ipnocence and requirefrom the State the 
proof, because any proof in this case must 
roceed from the State and lacking that proof 
nihis court the mien are entitied to their 
acquittal. The examination of the coun- 
Bel is for the purpose ot ascer- 
taining whether or not you are in that condl- 
tion of mind that you can afford tothe de- 
fendantse a fair and impartial trial, that is, 
based exclusively upon the evidence here in 
court, and unbiased and uninfluenced by any 
opinion, impression or inclination whatever. 
Proceed, gentiemen.’’ 
OTHER WITNESSES EXAMINED. 

After Stoltenberg had been examined, 
Henry J. McArdle, alsoa clerk in Windes & 
Eullivan’s office, was taken before the Grand- 
jury. His examination was brief and when he 
came out of the Grand-jury room be said that 
he had made no revelations to that body 
because he had nothing to reveal. This morn- 
ing Mr. Windes of Windes & Sullivan, went to 
the State’s Attorney’ 8 oflice, bearing a note 
from the State's Attorney directing that Mr. 
Windes be permitted to see his clerk, Stolten- 
berg. The latter was not there, having been 
taken before the Grand-jury. Mr. Windes was 
so informed, but he wouid not credit the state- 
ment and began calling Stoltenberg’s name, 
in the evident belief that his clerk was con- 
conied somewhere thereabout. The man in 
charge remonstrated and finally ejected the 
lawyer from the office. 

FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS, 

Other witnesses before the Grand- jury who 
were supposed to know something about the 
Cronin case were: Otto Kricson, a 
clerk for the grocery firm of Jevne & 
Oo.; Jeremiah O'Donnell, who is now un- 
der indictment in connection with the jury- 
bribery, and a young man named Kelly. Mr. 
Windes was also inthe room for a few min- 
utes, but whether or not he gave any testi- 
mony isnot known. It is understood that Mr. 
Windes is preparing to move for a writ of 
habeas corpus to secure the release of Stolten-

GOV. JOUN F. HARTRANET DEAD. 


One of Pennsylvania’s Famous Soldiers and 
Statesmon Passes Away. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—A special from Norris- 


town, Pa., says Gen. John F. Hartranft died 
at his residence in that place this morning. 


Gov. Hartranft’s Record. 


Gov. Hartranft was born in New Hanover, 
Montgomery County, Pa., December 16, 1830, 
aud was educated at Marshall and Union Col- 
leges. He wus admitted tothe bar in 1859, 


and when the war broke out he raised the 
Fourth Pennsylvania Regiment, and 
commanded it during the three 
months of its enlistment, which ex- 
ired the day before §the battle of 
ull Run. He served as a volunteer on Gen. 
Wm. B. Frankiin’s staff during that battle. 
He then organized the Fifty ‘ret Pennsyl- 
vania and ied the charge that carried the 
stone bridge at Antietam. He commanded a 
brigade tn the batties of the Wilderness and 
Spottsylvania aud was commissioned 
Brigadier General of Volunteers on May 12, 
He was brevetted Major-General for 
services in recapturing Ft. Stead- 
man. He was elected auditor-gen- 
eral of Pennsyivania in October 1865 and 
on August 29, 1866, the President offered him 
acolonelcy in the regular army, but it was 
refused. 6 was re-elected Auditor-General 


in 1868 and he was Governor of Pennsylvania , 


for two terms, from 1872 to 1878. He was ap- 
ointed Postmaster oft Philadelphia 1872 and 
ollector of the Port in 1880. Since 1879 until 
his death he held > Be osition of Major- Gen- 
eral commanding the NationaljGuard of Penn- 
Sylvania.

FRANK LOFTUS’ DEATH. 


PAUL JAMES M’BRIDE HELD BY THE con- 
ONER’S JURY FOR MUBDER. 


A Full Inquiry and Some Contradictory 
Statements—How the Shooting Occurred 
in Front of 213 North Seventh Street on 
Tuesday Night—Tho Fa ther's Story of the 
Affray. 


WUMBER of 

uniformed 
liremén gathered 
in excited knots 
around the Oor- 
oners office shortly 
after 10 o“ clock this 
morning, when 
Paul J. McBride, 
in charge of two 
policemen, was 
taken in to the in- 
quest held in the 
ease of Frank 
Loftus, the victim 
of Tuesday night’s 

affray in front of 213 North Seventh street. 

The court-room was crowded and a number 
of witnesses were on hand. J. J. McBride, the 
father of the prisoner, kissed him affectionately 
as he took his seat between the two blue coats 
and father aud son shed tears, 

A jury consisting of Andrew Mick, Paul 
Hebert, Chas. F. Ridgeway, Chas. Etzel, 
Edmund Papin and Martin V. Medarth was 
Impanelled and sworn over the body at the 
Morgue after which the prisoner and the wit- 
nesses promised on oath to tell the truth. 

THOMAS TEHAN 
was the first witness called. Mr. Tehan is 
the driver of the Third District Police patrol 
wagon, and was the father-in-law of the de- 
ceased. He said Loftus was 37 years of age 
and lived at 1720 Biddle street. He was for- 
merly a fireman and had lately been in the 
employ of the Long Drain Co. He would 
bury the remains. 

MARTIN MALONEY 
took the stand. Maloney isthe proprietor of 
the saloon at 213 North Seventh street and was 
tending bar on the evening of the shooting. 
He said Mr. J. J. McBride and Paul McBride 
came in about 10 o’olock and drank whisky. 
While they were at the bar Loftus entered and 
drank a glass of beer. He talked with 


Loftus and then served another order. A 
moment later he saw Loftus and McBride 
scuffling. He took Loftus outside. Did not see 
McBride follow him, and first learned of bis 
presence by hearing the shot, feeling the pow- 
der on his wrist and seeing Loftus sink to the 
ground. McBride was drunk and Loftus ap- 
peared comparatively sober. Noblows were 
struck in the saloon and he did not hear what 
the men said in their quarrel. 

WM. MONTGOMERY 
lives at 703 Pine street. He was in 
the saloon on Tuesday evening and saw the 
shooting. Loftus accidentally stepped on 
Paul McBride’s foot and the men took hold of 
each other. A quarrel ensued, but he did not 
pay any attention to what was said. 
Maloney took Loftus outside and Me- 
Bride followed. As he crossed the 
threshhola of the door he drew a 
revolver from his pocket and started toward 
Loftus and Maloney, muttering at tLe same 
time; ‘‘Where is the 
— “ McBride walked to within two feet of 
Loftus, pushed his revolver under Malo- 
ney’s arm and fired without a word of 
warning. Did not gee any blows. 
Did not see Loftus exhibit any weapon. Both 
men were under the influence of liquor, Mc- 
Bride being quite drunk. 

MARK LOOMIS 

was in the saloon. He beard the quarrel in 
which McBride threatened to get even“ 
with Loftus. He saw the shooting, but did 
not hear McBride say anything as he went out 
the door. Ue corroborated the testimony of 
the other witnesses. 

THOMAS BEAHAN 
lives at 1008 Pine street. He saw the quarrel 
and shooting. He saw Loftus stumble against 
McBride and thought it was accidental. Me- 
Bride then took hold of Loftus by the coat and 
the two scuffied around the room. Loftus 
pusbed McBride against the bar railing and 
McBride said he would ‘‘get even.’ 

MARRY C. LYMAN 
saw the shooting alone and told the same 
story,as the other witnesses. 

The post mortem examination sworn to by 
Dr. Charles A. Frank and the City Hospital 
report with Dr. Daiton’s signature were then 
introduced as evidence. 

J. J. M'BRIDE 

then took the stand and told his side of the 
story, which has already been published. He 
said Loftus pushed his son away fromthe bar 
and applied offensive epithets to himself and 
his son. Loftus threatened to whip his 
son and the witness ‘took his son 
by the arm and started out. Maloney took 
Loftus and the two went out ahead of the 
prisoner. Witness waited afew minutes end 
then went out with his eon te take the car for 
home. Loftus was still cursing and threaten- 
ing. As the prisoner passed Loftus the 
deceased struck at him at the same time 
struggling to get away from Maloney. His 
son then shot in seif defense thinking that 
his life was in danger. 

The jury retired, and Paul McBride was 
taken below and locked up. Ten minutes 
later the verdict was in. 

It was the routine expression, and found 
that Frank Loftus cameto his death at about 
11:10 o’clock p.m., October 15, 1889, at the 
City Hospital, from the effect of internal 
heworrbages caused by a gunshot wound 
in the abdomen, inflicted by a bullet 
fired from a revolver in the hands 
of Paul James McBride at about 10 o’clock 
b. m. of the same day and date in front of 209 
North Seventh street, in the city of St. 
Louis. 

No warrant will be sworn out for two 
days. As soon as the typewriter 
transcript has been completed the testimony 
will be signed. Coroner Frank will then ap-

fora warrant for murder in the first degree 
against Paul McBride. In the meantime no 


bond will be accepted for the prisoner’s re- 


lease. 

Immediately after the verdict was returned 
the remeins of Frank Loftus were removed 
from the morgue by his friends. 

His funeral took place at 2 o’clock this 

afternoon from his home at 1720 Biddle street 
and wus largely attended.

On Tuesday 
night the delegates will be the guests 
of the Marquette Club, but the pro- 
gramme for Tuesday morning and aiter- 
noon has not yet been mapped 
out. It was suggested that the Exposition be 
held open for them, but this is impracticai, as 
the retaining of the displays there is a m@tter 
purely optional with the exhibitors, and it 
would be impossible to secure 7 consent of 
all ot them tothe scheme, Mr. S. W. Cobb’s 
idea was to Have the citizens who own palatial 
residences throw open their doors to the vis- 
itors that day and entertain them as has been 
the custom in former ears to receive 
friends on New Year ay. He sug- 
gested this because the delegates 
were tired of being shown manufacturing 
establishments and he thought it would in- 
terest them to view the homes of our wealthy 
men and get an idea of how they live. Cleve- 
land, however, has hit upon this same idea 
and has been caring for delegates in this 
manner. That fact, however, would by no 
means bar St. Louis from carrying out the 
project.

He then ordered an elec- 
tion, and of course he was chosen to be Pres!i- 
dent.

JEFFERSON BARRACKS ABUSES ARE NOW 
UPON THE RECORD 
— : 

And in Proper Shape for the War Depart- 
ment te Take Cognizance of Them—The 
Causes for the Desertion of 34 Per Cent 
ot Enlisted Men From the Cavalry 


HE Court of Inquiry ap- 
pointed by President 
Harrison to inquire into 
the causes of desertion 
from Jefferson Barracks 
completed its labors to- 
day, and on Saturday 
the report of the investi- 
gation will be started on 
the journey to Washing- | 
ton. The record consists 
of 800 pages or 198,000 , 
words. In it is evidence 
secured from fifty wit- 
nesses, captains, lieutenants, sergeants, 
corporals, recruits and civilians. The Court's 
Arst sesslon was on October 1. The sixteen 
days have been ind ustriously spent in search 
for information by the Presidendt 
of the court, Lieut.-Col. Henry W. 
Lawton, Inspector-General, and Recorder 
Capt. Frederick H. E. Ebstein of the 2lst In- 
tantry. In addition to his duty as President of 
the Court Col. Lawton has as Inspector-Gen- 
eral, with the assistance of W. T. Kent of 
Washington, made a very thorough investiga- 
tion of the Barracks. In the two inquiries he 
has been able to gather an 
immense amount of information concerning 
the condition of the Barracks, the men under 
Instruction there, the treatment of recruits 
by non-commissioned and commissioned 
officers, etc. 
THE RECORD OF THE COURT 
being properly made up and completed ag to 
evidence has been supplemented by a sum- 
mary of evidence prepared by Recorder Eb- 
stein. This summary is not in the nature of an 
urgument, a speech for the prosecution nor 
for the defense. It is merely a summary. The 
court set aut to find the causes of desertions 
from the Barracks. After diligent inquiry it 
presents certain evidence. A, Band C testify

One witness told the Court that he believed 
the quality of the food had more to do with 
the desertions than bad treatment. His 
opinion was that a man whose stomach was 
well filled would not make complaints — 
petty tyrann ies, and would not think twice of 
villainies which a poorly-fed man would think 
justified a bloody revenge. 

Maybethis is good phiiosophy. If it{ 1s, 
brutalities at the Barracks would not be 
more excusable had the food been good. The 
food has not been good. 

The Government supplies for each man 
rations costing in the neighborhood of 16 
cents per day. All of this supply or 
its equivalent have not been given 
to the men of any company. 
The company commanders have put the 
men’s needs in one tray of the scales, in the 
other tray they have put a limited quantity of 
food with a large amount of their idea of 
discipline to secure a balance. 

THE SAVINGS FROM RATIONS 
Capt. Wint of Company C 
saved $175 in three months by withholding 
food from the men. Other commanders were 
not so regardless of their men, but the differ- 
ence was only in degree. 

The cooks of companies are all men assigned | 
from the ranks to boll and stew—not men who 
have any knowledge, nor men who have re- 
ceived any instruction. They are put in the 
kitchen to learn cooking, and when they have 
ottained any proficiency they are sent to the | 
front as ‘‘instructed cooks.’ 

Their first efforts are on the dog, I. e., the 
recruit. Their next work is for the soldiers | 
who have gone through the recruit period and 
have survived. Several inspections of com- 
pany kitchens and dining-rooms made by the | 
court have fully borne out ali the testimony in 
the record as to the frightful character and 
small supply of food given to the men. 

In every desertion that the court has been 
able to get any evidence upon the cause has 
been poor food. It is the burden of every 
complaint, and though there arelothber abuses, 
many of them, the food robbery is the great- 
est of ail.

If either party 
had the assurance that a ticket which it 
might put up would have a good show of suc- 
cess there could be no question what the re- 
sultofthe session of its Central Committee 
this evening would be. but there’s the rub.

A TECHNICAL VIOLATION, 


Milkmen Charged With Selling Skimmed 
Milk to Customers. 


Four dairymen were arraigned before Judge 
Anderson of the Second District Police Court 
under instructions from Milk Inspector Sulll- 
van, who charged them with selling skimmed 
milk. Their names are F. W. Wellman, Leo 
Roth, Carl Reuter and Conrad Gruner. These 
were the first cases under the new milk in- 
spection regulations to come to trial, and 
the outcome was watched with a considerable 


degree of interest by milkmen and those in- 
terested in the milk supply of the a The 
defendants, with the exception of Roth, were 
represented by counsel. Milk Inspector J. E. 

Sullivan was on hand and testified that he had 
procured samples of the milk dispensed to 
customers by each ofthe defendants and that 
the milk was not up to the standard required, 

although it was not of a bad quality being 
nearly up to the proper analysis. The de- 
fendants pleaded guilty to a technical viola- 
tion of the city ordinance regarding the sale 
of skimmed milk. They showed that they 
had not adulterated their goods, but 
simply claimed to be selling ant ned milk. 

Each one stated in turn that he was ignorant 
ofthe requirements of the newlaw. They 
were fined $10 and costs each, but upon rec- 
onimendation of Milk Inspector Sullivan, who 
was disposed to be lenient with them, as it 
was their first offense, the fines were stayed 
and they were let off upon the payment of 
costs. Each one promised to see that his 
milk was of a better quality in the future, and 
to avoid even technical violations of the law.

river by the Deputy 
Inspectors appointed 
by the Missouri Board 
of Railroad Oommis- 
sioners. The petition 
was also intended 

East St. Louis 
Exchange, which has con- 
trol of the inspection on the 
east side. H. F. Langenberg had the petition 
in charge, and for a.time believed that he 
would be able to obtain the signatures ofa 
large majority of the grain receivers and 
millers. 

ENDEAVORING TO INDORSE BURKS. 

A large number of names were appended to 
the paper which Langenberg was circulating, 
and the friends of Burks were jubilant. 

The hopes of those who believed that giving 
entire control of the St. Louis grain business 
to the appointees of Burks and his fellow- 
experts would be advantageous to the inter- 
este of the city, were destined to be very 
shortiived indeed. Shortly after 2o’clocka 
second paper made its appearance. This was 
one of indorsement of the present inspectors 
and was diametrically opposed to the Burks 


faction. This paper at first did not attract 
much attention, but suddenly there wasa 
rush of those who wished to append thelr 
names, aud in a short time the signers far 
outnumbered those who indorsed tie State 
inspectors. This addition on one side was 
coincident with an even greater subtraction 
on the other. Man alter man 
sought out Langenberg for the purpose of 
runniog a pencil through his name, and soon 
scarcely any were left. So strong was the 
counter-current that Langenberg gave up 
in despair, and withdrew his petition, 
saying that there was no use 
in try ing to obtain any signatures 
to it. It was accordingly suppressed, and it 
is most improbable that it ill ever again be 
brought to light. The friends of the railroad 
com mississioners were greatly depressed, and 
their opponents correspondingly elated by 
the outcome. The indorsement of 
the present Board of Grain Inspectors 
is considered as a partial declara- 
tion of war against Burks and his alleged 
experts, and is a notification that they will 
not be allowed to exercise any autlority on 
the east side of the river. 
CAUSES OF TRM COLLAPSE. 

The cause of the early success 
of the  petiiton requesting the o- 
tablishment of Missouri inspection in Illinois, 
and its sudden collapse, is ascribed by 

opular rumoron the floor of the Merchants’ 
exchange to a schemeon the part of the 
United Elevators, and its subsequent discov- 
ery. It is asserted that the elevators, relying 
upon the ignorance of Burksand his depu- 
ties, believed that they could control them 
absoiutely, and obtain such grades on their 
wheat as they might desire. Mr. Langenburg 
has long been connected with the Valley Ele- 
vator, and is regarded as representing the 
elevator interest. The fact that he was so 
active in obtaining endorsements of the State 
Grain Inspectors was cousidered as Indicative 
thatthe elevator interest was by no means 
hostile to the railroad commission. 

This view was taken by the millersand grain 
receivers,and the correct petition was at once 
putin cireulation. The elevator men were 
approached, others who had signed the Lan- 
genberg paper were argued with, and the re- 
sult was a complete victory for the opponents 
of the Burks faction. It was held, as ex- 
pressed by one of the largest dealers inthe 
city, that it was better to have two grades, 
the good and the bad, than one bad grade 
without any amelioration. 

THE CORN MEN 

joined hands with the wheat dealers, as they 
feared thattheir business would be ruined if 
the State Inspectors were allowed to obtain 
complete control. It was known that the 
Railroad Commissioners and Burks had spent 
soine time in Chicago studying the grain in- 
spection as practiced there. According to the 
Chicago system corn cannot be graded us 
No. 2 until January, while in St. Louis it can 
be graded as soon as infit condition. As an 
Instance of this the fact may be cited that this 
month several cars have been graded as No. 2 
and that in November and December a very 
large amountofcorn will be received solely 
because of the policy pursued by st. Louis. 
The dealers are not at all inclined to have 
their interests jeopardized bythe action of the 
Grain Inspector, and although it is not known 
what that will be, the fact that he sought 
his information in Ohicago and not in 
St. Louis is considered as indicative of an in 

tontio to inaugurate a policy hostile to the 
interests of this city. Atany rate, by retain- 
Ing controlof the East St. Louis inspection, 
the corn receivers feelthatthey can relieve 
themselves from all uncertainty and ure 
therefore inclined tooppose the granting of 
the right of inspection on the east side. 

THEY COMMAND THE SITUATION. 

Even should the Board of Directors vote to 
delegate such authority as they possess to the 
Railroad Commissioners, according to the 
opinion of F. N. Judson this would place the 
State Inspectors in no better position than 
they now occupy. Mr. Judson states that the 
St. Louls Merchants’ Exchange has no 
authority on the east side and conse- 
quently can delegate none. The con- 
sent of the owners of the grain to be inspected 
must be obtained. The Merchants’ Exchange 
on one occasion undertook to send an in- 
spector to East St. Louis, but that gentleman 
soon found himself behind the bars of the 
East side jail. The East St. Louls 
Produce Exchange was organized, and 

inspectors alone have author- 
Illinois. The apvointments 
that exchange haveas a mat- 
ter of courtesy been madein accordance with 
the recommendations of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, but the nomipution of inspectors has 
really rested in the hands of the grain men be- 
— 4 to the latter organization. If they 
Oppose the nominees of the Rallroad 
Commissioners their wishes wili be respected, 
any action of the Merchants’ Exchange d- 
rectory to the contrary,notwithstanding. The 
extensive signature of the paper indorsing 
the present inspectors is regurded on the 
floor as a declaration that unless the grain re- 
ceilvers are allowed to name the inspectors 
the Railroad Commissioners will be barred 
out from East St. Louis. As the receivers de- 
clare that they can send 90 per cent of their

IZATION BEING MADE, 


Irish National League Affairs as They Are

HROUGH a prominent

AN INTELESTING CASE, 


Lawyer Sanders’ Suit Against C. P. Hunting - 
ton and Gen. Tracy. 


By Telegravh to the POST-DISsPATCcit. 

NEW York, Oct. 17.—Secretary of the Navy 
Tracy came on from Washington on Tuesday 
to be present atatrial in the Superior Court, 
in which he was made joint defendant with 
Collis P. Huntington. The suit was brought 
by Lawyer Lewis Sanders of No. 5 Beekman 
street to recover $5,000 fees due him as coun- 
sel in real estate proceedings in behalt of Mr. 


Huntington. In December, 1887, Mr. Hunting- 
ton brought an action to recover dividends 
upon 200 bonds of the Rockaway Beach 
Improvement Co., valued at $200,000, out of 
money resulting from a foreciosure sale of the 
property. Mr. Sanders had been engaged in 
a number of suits involving this property and 
wus famlilar with it. On December 26, 1887, he 
was engaged by Gen. Tracy, who was Mr. 
Huntington’s lawyer, to assist in proceedings 
in this case. He was successful, and Mr. 
Huntington got $18,000 out of the suit. Mr. 
Sanders’ bill was $5,000. In due course he 
presented it to Mr. Huntington, but Mr. Hunt- 
ington refused to pay it, saying that be had 
never retained Mr. Sanders. As a matter of 
fact Mr. Sanders had never consulted with 
Mr. Huntington personally. His dealings had 
always been with Gen. Tracy. He brought 
suit through Lawyer Odell of Edwards 
& Odeli, against r. Huntington and Gen. 
Tracy jointiy. The case was heard yesterday 
before Chief Justice Sedgewick in Part 1 of 
the Superior Court. Gen. Tracy was present 
with his counsel, Frederick R. Courdert, and 
Mr. Huntington was represented by Chas. 8. 
Tweed. After the statement of Mr. Sanders’ 
side, the case at once narrowed toa question 
of the liability of Gen. Tracy. Chief Justice 
Sedgwick said that he had never had such an 
issue before him and proposed, in the muddle 
of claims and counter claims presented, 
that the court experiment to (find 
out . the real issue. r. Coudert 
contended that Gen. Tracy could not be made 
defendant in the case, as he was not inter- 
ésted in Mr. Huntington’s suit, except as 
counsel. Mr. Odell argued that some one 
was liable and that in the refusal of Mr. 
Huntington to assume responsipility Gen. 
Tracy, who had engaged Mr. Sanders, should 
certainly be held accountabis. Chief Justice 
Sedgwick said that he bad never known an 
instance where a lawyer, who was solely an 
agent, could be held liable for the Gebts of a 
client.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


President Judson’s Interesting 


and Surprising Report 
to the Board. 


The Kindergartens Have No Legal 
Right in the St. Louis 
System. 


A Report Which Will Stir up the Kindergar- 
ten Advocates—Free Public Library Ad 
vocated—A System of Free Books Would 
be Rulnous in the Present Financial 
Condition ofthe Board—An Increase in 
Taxation for School Purposes Not Neoces- 
sary Now —The Question of School Holl- 
days Dealt With in a Convincing Manner. 


HE annual report of 
Mr. Frederick N. Jud- 
eon, the President of 
the St. Louis School 
Board, was issued to- 
day. It is one of the 
most comprebensive 
reports ever made and 
deals with school 
affaires and school 
questions in a manner 
both able and inter- 
esting. The report is a very lengthy one and 
only ite most important features are pub- 
lished, but these will be found well worth 
perusal by anyone who takes an interest in 
the welfare of the public school system. 

The President starts out naturally] with a 
statement in regard to the finances of the 
board, but as the public was made thoroughly 
acquainted with the board’s finances in the 
report of the Special Examining Committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Morris Lippman, Field- 
ing Manefield and Jack P. Richardson, this 
part ofthe report is omitted. Speaking of the 
general improvement in the schools the Presi- 
dent says: 

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE SOHOOLS. 

„% comparison of the figures for 1886-7 with 
the estimates of the present year, 1889-90, 
shows an increase of seventy-nine schoo!- 
rooms, ap estimated increase of nearly four 
thousand children in average attendance, with 
an increase of 1638 English teachers, and still at 
areduced costof teachers’ salaries. It isa 
gratifying fact that this result was secured 
without any reduction in the schedule of sala- 
ries paid to the individual teachers, the 
only changes in salaries being in the 
few cases necessitated by the abolition of 
supervision by principais of schools other 
than their own. But of far greater impor- 
tance than the reduced cost of instruction is 
the admitted factthat the quality of the in- 
struction has been improved with the reduc- 
tion of cost. The great saving in time, effected 


by the dispensing with German, has been of 


inestimable benefit in the lower grades, and 
the entire school system has thus been 
strengthened in its weakest point.’’ 

Not the least gratifying feature in the his- 
tory of this great reform is that this great gain 
for the schools and the educational interests 
of the city bas been effected with the acquies- 
ence ofall classes of the community. The 
Board recognized the yyw to individuals 
Involved in this change of policy, and, in order 
that the change might cause the least possible 
inconvenience, all German teachers «who 
were competent to teach the English language 
were given preference in appointments, and 
the use of the school-rooms was granted 
without charge to those who desired to form 
private classes of school pupils for the study 
of German alter regular school hours. Of the 
172 teachers who were employed as German 
and German-English teachers when the study 
was discontinued, about one hundred are now 
employed as English teachers, and the 
Assistant Superintendent, wird for many years 
had charge of the German department, 
was retained as one of the regu- 
lar superintendents. The discontinuance of 
the study of German bas had no perceptible 
effect upon the school attendance, but the re- 
sources of the board have been severely 
strained to provide echool accommodations in 
what have been known as the German dis- 
tricts, as well as In other sections of the city. 

EXTENSION OF THE SCHOOL 8Y8TEM. 

The following is a complete and brief state- 
ment of the extension made in the school sys- 
tem during the past year: 

„During the year 1888-9, the board expended 

in erecting new schoo! buildings the sum of 
$179,070.69. Of thie sum $50,500 was appropri- 
ated from the revenues of the year and the 
remainder was set apart tothe Building Fund 
during the previous year, as set forth in 
last @ annual report. Adding to 
this the 516,980.59 expended in perma- 
nent improvements upon school property, and 
$5,938.15 expended for new furniture, which 
properly belongs to the new construction ac- 
count, we have the total, $201,084.48, which is 
the largest amount thus expended in the ex- 
tension of the district schoo! system in any 
one year in the history of the board.’’ 

It would seem that with all tne additions 
made the school accommodations are not yet 
what they ought to be. The report says: 

The paramount neceesity of providing ad- 
ditional district schoo! accommodations has 

en recognised by the Board since ite in- 
auguration, and ite energies dave been un- 
ceasingly directed to this end. Thia demand 
for new school accommodations is ca ot 
only by the growth of the olty’s population, 
but 4 the dispersing of the povel n 
over the sixty square miles included within 
+ municipal limits, The School Soard, 
therefore, encounters the same embarrassi 
problem which involves all departments of 
the city government, in attempting to pro- 

Vide the conveniences of city life for what is, 

in no small degree, a rural population. 

At date of writing this report, it is apparent 
that even with the addition of these two ears,

ever, involves a necessary increase in the 
current expenses of the schools, so that con- 
tinuous, wise and economical management is 
essential. 

Owing tothe migration of the city’s popu- 
lation the board has been enabled to close 
certain rooms in down town schools, and, 
where practicable, it is desirable that schools 
no longer necessary in the districts where 
located, should be closed, sothat the board 
can provide buildings inthe localities where 


.| the people need them. 


It is important also that the board should 
avoid the mistake of locating or continuing 
school buildings in localities where property 
has become enhanced in value through de- 
mands of business or fashion, as this increase 
in market value should be utilized in provid- 
ing increased acoommodations for the peo- 
ple. Thus it would obviously be an unwise 

olicy for the board to continue permanentiy 
he Benton School in its present location on 
the corner of Ninth and Locust streets, as the 
A value of that site would enable the 

oard to build three or perhaps four twelve- 
room houses in resident districts.’’ 

Speaking of contract work the President 
says that whenever practicable he favors work 
being let to the lowest bidder, ‘‘for it is diffi- 
cult for members of the Board, however up- 
right their intentions and high their individual 
atanding, to escape calumnious imputations 
when they exercise their judgment and ais- 
criminate between competitors in the award- 
ing of public work.’’ s points out the de- 
tects in the present system of the manage- 
ment of public sehool affairs clearly. 
He says: „oo much responsibility 
is placed upon the Secretary, who is 
book-keeper, accountant and cashier. The 
President of the board should be relieved of 
the duty of signing checks for disbursements, 
as it cannot be expected that an individual 
who serves without compensation in an office 
wholly honorary can give more than per- 
functory attention to such aduty. The pres- 
ent system practically leaves the whole re- 
sponsibility upon the Secretary.’’ 


THE PROPERTY POLICY. 

The policy of the board in regard to the 
property owned by it is outlined as follows: 

Tue policy pursued by the board with the 
efficient management of its Lands and-Leasing 
Committee, has been to concentrate its real 
estate holdings in central property, either 
now productive, or which can be made pro- 
ductive and suitable for holding as a perma- 
nent investment. 

The definite pian looking to this end, sub- 
mitted to and approved by the board, wae to 
transferthe Benton School property on the 
northwest corner of Locustand Ninth streets 
to the permanent fund, placing in the build- 
ing fund the present reasonable value thereof, 
and then to accumulate a sufficient sum from 
proceeds of land sales, to erect upon this site 
a fire-proof building, sufficient 
com modate the library and 
Offices upon the upper floors, utilizing 
the lower floors for business purposes. 
This plan contemplated the sale of the Poly- 
technic buliding. This property was acquired 
by the board in 1868 for the sum of $280,000 and 
now accommodates the board’s offices, the 
Public — | and a branch of the igh 
School with 400 pupils. It affurds reasonabie 
central location for the former, but is ili 
arranged and inadequate for both the Übrary 
and the school. 

The Locust street lot he excellentiyv located 
for the purpose of both library and the board 
offices, and the plan of realizing a revenue 
from the lower floors of the proposed build ins 
seems practicabie, as the 1 would be 
na from taxation and the investment 
therein of the board’s permanent fund would 
seem judicious. But as the board can not 
borrow (without vote of the people) it can not 
proceed to carry such a plan into execution 
until it has the means in hand therefor, and 
until that time, therefore, the whole subject 
is open to action of the board. 


A FREE LIBRARY. 

The President is in favor of a free library as 
the following part of his report shows: 

»The urgent need of the Public Library for 
an adequate and secure building, forces con- 
sideration of the anomalous relation which 
this Institution sustains to the School Board. 
The exceptional success of the library 
under the management of Mr. Crunden, 
whose eminent fitness for his work 
was recently recognized by the American 
Library Association in his election to the 
Presidency of that body, really increases the 
embarrassment of the School Board. Organ- 
ized as an adjunct of school work, the 
library has outgrown both its name and the 
intent of its founders. It is now the ‘‘Public 
Library,’’—and not the ‘‘Public School 
Library’’ even lu name. 

The School Board appropriates to the LI- 
brary $14,000 per annum ($3,000 of which is 
pursuant to the condition of the Ames be- 

vest) and provides a habitation and inci- 

ental expenses, making an estimated total 
library expenditure of $25,000 and over. 

This expenditure would be very largely in- 
creased if the board provided such ac- 
commodations as the library ought to 
have, and such as in the not distant 
future it must have, if it is not to be 
permanently crippled. The present con- 
dition of the institution is far from creditable 
to thecity. While it ought to be the greatest 
agency in the enlightenment of thecliy, asa 
public library, free in every sense, it is 
struggling along, barely existing upon the 
meager allowance which the School Board is 
able to afford from the other pressing de- 
mands upon its limited income, with its 
usefulness materially impaired dy the 
annual charge of $2 (for home read- 
ing) which it is compelled to maintain. 
The board is authorized by law to appropriate 
money for the library, but it is obvious that 
the revenues of the board should first be 
expended in teaching children to read, before 
providing books for adults to read, however 
valuable in an educational sense the latter 
work may be. It is indeed true that the pub- 
lic library is an important factor in public 
education, that it — 1 * supplements the 
work of the schools, but It is also true that 
the income allotted the board is not sufficient 
for both, the providing of school accommoda- 
tions proper is the first and paramount 
charge upon the income. The library should 
be made free. lt may be questioned whether 
the iy | needs two subscription libraries, but 
there isan opening and demand for one 
great free public libary. Its educational 
value to the adults among the masses would 
be incalculable. Every attempt now made in 
the library, under its energetic management, 
to extend its usefulness among the masses is 
hampered by the lack of means. A notabie 
Illustration is furnished by the recent solicit- 
ing §of subscriptions from the manufacturers 
to secure the establishment of a technological 
3 for the use of our skilled mechan- 
es. 

Some space is devoted to showing that it is 
impracticable to complete the High School, 
for which the foundation was erec on 
Grand avenue, at least for the present, and 
the President under the head ot Educational 
Reforms’’ then discusses changes made in 
the course of study. The shortness of school 
life and its chief cause, child labor, are dis- 
coursed upon, and the efforts of the board in 
behalt of the child labor bill, which was de- 
feated in the Legislature, mentioned. 


SPECIAL HOLIDAYS. 

The President thus refers to the revolt in 
some of the South side schools against the 
board’s ‘‘no holiday order.’’

Wille the picnic 
custom, as observed in some localities, had 
commendable features, it was also liable to 
attendant abuses.

Each individ- 
ual citizen has not only a right to demand that 
the public schools be epened upon every day 
for which the public money is expended, but 
he has the right, as a parent, to determine for 
himself what — of publſe resort 
his children should attend. The public 
schools are not conducted upon the local 
option“ plan, and the suggestion that any 
one citizen should be deprived of scnool 
privileges, because a majority of the patrons 
of that school wish their children to attend a 
place of public resort, involves a species of 
social tyrauny, which ie intolerable in a free 
community. It would certainly seem that the 
organized ‘friends of personal liberty,’ and 
those who have the most reason to resist the 
r tendency to interfere with the free 

fe of the citizen, would be the last to uphold 
a position so violative of individual rights. 

„In a financial point of view, this holiday 
matter deserves attention.

The success of the summer or vacation 
schools seemsto indicate thata demand ex- 
ists for more instruction than is afforded dur- 
ing the regular schoo! year. 
. THE KINDERGARTENS. 

Probably the most interesting part of the 
report is that in which the President deals 
with the kindergartens. Hedealsthema se- 
vere blow. This part ofthe report is given 
In full and is as follows: 

»The board has not solved the ‘kindergar- 
ten problem, and the anomalous position of 
the kindergarten system in St. Louis publio 
schools, to which attention was called in the 
last report, still exists. 

»The total amount expended for this de- 
partment during 1888-89, including cost of su- 
——— and excess of expenditures for 

indergarten supplies over receipts, was 
$49,166.08, showing an increase over 1887-88 
of $3,089.56. Three new kindergartens were 
opened in the year 1888-89, bat none have 
as yet been provided to be opened during 
the current year. The average pumber of 
children inthe kindergarten during the past 
year was 4,080, the average in the first or 
primary grade being 9,457. The board now 
requires a certificate of date of the child’s 
birth to be signed by the parents, on entering 
the child, with a view of checking the die po- 
sition to evade the constitutional require- 
ment of school age of 6 years. 

»The kindergarten as introduced in St. Louls 
was intended for children who are too young 
to commence regular school life; in other 
words, too young to learn to rea“. Before 
the decision of the Supreme Court in 1853, 
probibiting the board from receiving children 
under 6 years of age, the kindergartens en- 
abled the board to prolong the child’s educa- 
tion by receiving him as earlv as 4 years of 
age. Indeed, from 4 to 6 may be 
said to be the true kindergarten 
age for pure kindergartens.’ The 
nursery clement therefore predominated in 
the system, as with average children of such 
age it must necessarily predominate. The 
history of the system in St. Louis is illumined 
with the disinterested labors of Miss Blow and 
the enthusiasm of her associates and succes- 
sors. The sight of happy children is always 
attractive and the conceded merits of the 
system, and natural loca! pride in its exten- 
sion to other communities from St. Louis 
have made tbe board reluctant to recognize 
the imperative consequences of altered con- 
ditions. 

Since 18838 the board has been prohibited 
from receiving children under 6 years of age. 
Children now enter the kindergarten at an 
age when formerly they left it. The kinder- 
garten therefore is forced into competition 
with the regular primary schooi and children 
can only be kept in the kindergarten by being 
keptout of the regular primary. To meet 
this difficulty and to keep children out ot 
the primary, so as to sustain the kinder- 
gartens, the board enacted a rule in 1883, 
which is still in force, whereby in schools bav- 
ing kindergartens children are not permitted 
to enter the regular primary grade until 7 

ears of age, while in schools not having 

indergartens he is permitted to enter at the 
age of 6. 

„This rule is, in my opinion, against public 
policy, and of doubtful iegality. As human 
society is now constituted, the learning of 
the forms of language constitutes the begin- 
ning of school education. The kindergarten 
may be an excellent preparation for this 
school education, but it is not a substitute for 
it, and considering the short schoo! life of the 
average child in the public schools, it is, in 
my opinion, an unwarranted exercise of the 
power of the board to deny to any child of 
school age the privilege of beginning bis 
school education. 

It is urged that the year spent in the kin- 
dergarten is of such benefit to the child in de- 
veloping his reasoning faculties and powers 
of observation that he advances enough more 
rapidly when we enters school to compensate 
for the year’s delay. 

This educational proposition is very doubt- 
ful at best, and is directiy controverted by the 
observation of some ofour most experienced 
teachers. However this may be, it is properly 
a question forthe parents to decide, at what 
age, in view of the child’s disposition and de- 
velopment, the regular school life should be- 
gin; but they should have the right of begin- 
ning that school life, as soon after the child 
reaches the legal school age as they deem 
proper. 

FOR INFANT SCHOOLS. 

It is obvious that it is futile for the Board 
to attempt to maintain a pure kindergar- 
ten“ when the law excludes children of pure 
kindergarten age. It cannot sustain ‘infant 
schools’ without infants. The kindergarten 
in St. Louis is necessarily no longera ‘pure 
kindergarten’ in that sense, but is adapted, or 
sought to be adapted, to children of more 
mature age, the, educational element 
being substituted as far as prac- 
ticable for the ‘nursery element.’ 
Another very serious difficulty embarragses 
the board in regard to the kindergarten sys- 
tem. Only about two-thirds of the schoo 
have Kindergartens and less than one-third o 
the children in the primary grade attend the 
kindergarten. The board is financially unabie 
to extend the system to all the schools. The 
existing discrimination is upon principle inde- 
fensible, since no system of education can 
properly be introduced or maintained in a 
public school system, the expense of 
which prevents | being made available 
to all the children in all the schools. 

The board is now conducting experiments 
in three schools, with a view of introducing 
elementary instruction in reading into the 
kindergartens. If children between 6 and 7 
years of age are not permitted to attend the 
primary school, they certainly should be 
permitted to learn to read in the Kindergar- 
ten. he board should, as  rupidly 
as practicable, adopt asystem of primary 
instruction for all the schools, retaining 
and making available to all the children such 
features of the kindergarten system as can be 
made a permanent —— ot the regular primary 
instruction of all children of legal school age. 
This is a du upon the board by condi- 
tions which it cannot control. 

Thou the 
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in taxation purposes, which may be 
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an Increase fo one year, it is obvious that it 
would be impracticable to sustain the schools 
permanently in sucha manner. A special in- 
crease may authorized for the purpose of 
erecting school -houses, provided two-thirds 
of the qualified voters vote therefor. This, of 
course, would only authorize one levy of such 
special tax. It muy be added that the Board 


| could issue bonds for the purpose of erecting 


school-bouses under the vrovisions of the 
State Constitution with the assent of two- 
thirds of the voters as therein provided. 

A comparison of the school tax rate levy 
in St. Louls with that levied in other large 
cities, is apt to be misleading, as the rela- 
tively high valustion of property in assess- 
ments in St. Loulg must be taken into consid- 
eration. There nbe no doubt, however, 
that the citizens St. Louis, ifthe necessity 
was demonstrated, would cheerfully vote for 
an additional taxation for the support 
of the public school system, as they 
voted to tax themselves for school pur- 
poses, when the proposition was first sub- 
mitted in 1849. In ny opinion, however, the 
necessity for such increase of taxation, at 
present at least, does not exist. It is believed 
that with the growtn of the city’s wealth the 
income of the board will increase sufficiently 
for the support ofthe schools and the exten- 
sion of the school facilities, provided there isa 
continued economical management and care- 
fuland prudent husbanding of all available 
resources.’’ 

SUBJECT OF FREE BOOKS. ° 

On the subject of free books the following Is 
— = ay ofthe tenor of the President's re- 
marks: , 

‘*It is clear that f the board undertakes to 
furnish text- books free of cost to parents, who 
can afford to pay for them, thus adding $40,000 
or $60,000 annual expenditure to tbe board, 
that its jmeans available for the extension of 
the school system will be that much curtailed. 
In other words, it ig impossible to add sucha 
feature under the present basis of taxation 
without bringing disaster upon the board’s 
gnancies.’’ 

In conclusion the President pays a tribute 
to the board’s employes, and tenders to his 
associate members the acknowledgement ‘‘of 
zealous and fearless co-operation, often 
renderedjat{a serious personal sacrifice of time 
and comfort, in administering the public 
schools of St. Louis in one of the most criti- 
cal and eventful periods of their history.

MILLET’S OLD HOME. 


The Great Artist’s Studio Torn Down by 
the Owner. 


By Telegraph.to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, Oct. 17.—The steamer La Bour- 
gogne which has just brought here the famous 
painting by Millet, ‘*L’Angelus,’’ also 
brought the Paris papers relating how the 
great artist's family bave been compelied to 
evacuate their home where Millett executed 
his masterpiece. The house stood in asmall 
village or hamlet, Barbizon, in the forest of 


Fontainebleau, near Paris, and which was col- 
onized almost exclusively by artists. The 
pulling down of Miilet’s old home is the work 
ofan unsentimental and greedy woman. But 
two other women are rendering at the same 
time a touching homage to hie genius by pur- 
chasing, ata price nearly as big as that paid 
by Americans for the Angelus, three cele- 
brated paintings of Millet, which they have 
given to the Paris Louvre Museum. 

The Figaro segs: Mrs. Pommeroy, a 
widow, and Mrs. Samson Daviller have just 
given to the Louvre, the former ‘‘Les 
Glaneuses, the latter Le Printemps’’ ana 
Les Meules’’—tbree remarkable paintings by 
Millet. Honor to the two generous 
ladies, whose munificence is, under 
the present circumstances, an important 
compensation to art in our country. But why 
should it happen that a fact quite unforeseen 
should cause a discordant note in the concert 
of satisfaction inspired by the entrance in the 
Louvre galleries of three of his most remark- 
able compositions? Three months ago, at the 
time of the Secretan eale, when an enraptured 
audience applauded the triumph of the great 


man, his widow was brutally thrown out from’ 


her house at Barbizon, which she had trans- 
formed into a temple, and where this very 
‘Angelus’ had been conceived some twenty 
years previously. On several occasions al- 
ready the question of the pulling down of these 
four walls, between which were born and have 
grown up the nine children of Millet 
nad been agitated in the Paris press. But 
fear soon disappeared at the thought that the 
owner of the bouse, s0 consecrated to the 
public and the object of numerous pilgrim- 
ages, would not dare to order its destruction. 
Moreover, Mrs. Millet had a lease good until 
1889, and no doubt was entertained as to its 
being renewed. But public opinion was ill- 
informed, and it had counted without taking 
into consideration the greediness for gain of 
Mrs. Sensier’s heirs. 

»The lease ended this year, and without any 
new proposition having been made to Mrs. 
Milet, she received an order to va- 
cate the house, based on the _ judi- 
cial command of Mrs. Duhamel, through her 
husband. The grief of Mrs. Millet was im- 
mense, ascan be easily understood. Every- 
thing in the place recalled to her mind the 
thirty years spent in the company of the for- 
merly ignored great man. Every corner of 
the house evoked in hera souvenir of her life. 
Besides, the brutal summons arrived just at 
the moment when the condition of the health 
of her youngest daughter, afflicted with an in- 
curable disease, was beginning to disturb the 
serenity of the last years of her old age. The 
poor woman timidly applied to ancient friends 
of Millet; they promised to move in the mat- 
ter. But, alas, we are compelled to believe 
that their promises were vain words. The 
Society of the French Artists, which could 
have done something. allowed events to 
follow their course. To-d the fact is ac- 
complished. The home of F. Millet has 
been razed to make room for a solid building, 
which will produce good rents. Good bye 
then, to the studio and its squarely shape 
stone; the large arm chair, covered with green 
cloth in whose arms Rousseau and Millet 
spent the last moments of their lives, has left 
the place which it occupied for so many 
years. Where are now the sentences 
marked on the walis by Dias and others? the 
few bric-a-bracs, the pieces of cloth and =. 
estry which Millet bimself had hung on the 
walis, and which nobody dared to move, have 
made room for the common place decora- 
tions of a house*painter.’’

— one of the largest 
conventions ever held in St. Louis, both as to 
the number of delegates and the numberof 
visitors. People here from Colorado say there 
will be thousands from that State. The Ouray 
(Colo.) Solid Muldoon, received this morning, 
notices the convention prominently, and in 
an editorial note says: 

„„St. Louis wlllin November next witness 
the largest assembly of silver men history 
will ever record. There will be 50,000 visitors 
and delegates in the ‘Future Great’ on 
November 26. 

THIS IS FIVE TIMES 

the number calulated upon by the promoters 
of the conyention. They have estimated 
that 10,000 people will be in attendence at the 
convention, and this includes 1,000 delegates 
and 1,000 vistors. The Solid Muldoon esti- 
mate, however, is worthy of consideration, 
and people who have traveled through Colo- 
rado and other mining sections say it is en- 
tirely within the range of probabilities. Mr. 
David Day, editor of that paper,is one of 
the best informed mining men in that State, 
and his assertions are generally of fact. His 
enthusiasm rarely leads himto make a mis- 
take. 

That the full 50,000 will be made welcome 
and entertained in true St. Lonis style there 
can be no doubt. Speaking of the matter this 
morning Mr. Alex. H. Smith, who is always 
found to the front when strangers are to be 
made to feel at home, said he was satisfied the 
convention would be a large one, and he 
hoped Mr. Day’s estimate would be realized. 
The more the better. 

THE RAILROAD ARRANGEMENTS 
will be such as to enable people from all parts 
of the country to attend. Mr. W. C. Little, 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Transportation, has taken up the work 
energetically, and bas assurances 
from the railroads that they will co-operate 
fully with the committee in making the con- 
vention a success. A meeting of the commit- 


tee was held yesterday at 4 o’clock, 
at Mr. Little’s office, and the rate arranges 
ments for the convention will probably be an- 
nounced within ashort time. The railroad com- 
panies will also probably advertise the event 
specially along the lines of their 
roads. The committee is made up 
mostly of railroad men. r. 
H. C. Townsend of tbe Missouri Pacific 
sent in a letter saying he would be 
unable to attend, having a previous impor- 
tant business engagement, but he would most 
cheerfully co-operate with the committee and 
use all his influence to make the convention a 
He would also, he said, call upon 
Chairman Little to-day.

The society has no idear of entering in 
competition with any religfon as the follow- 
ing p aphfrom acircular issued by the 
London Essex Hall Society shows: 

‘*From this account of the aims and meth- 
ods of the society it will be obvious that it 
does not propose to enter into competition 
with existing religious organizations. It does 
not pro e, as has been thought, to founda 
eset religious worship. It merely aims at 
Tiochtama ing what is distinctively” moral in 
the ohurehes from the more transient forms 
of doctrine and ritual in which it is imbedded. 
At atime when these forms are being sub- 
jected on all hands toacritical and destruc- 
tive analysis, it is felt that such a disentangle- 
ment is of supreme importance, and is especial- 


education of young people intrusted to them. 
**On the other band it is not a rival of those 
who advocate social or political reforms in 
any particular field. It holds that truer views 
of the nature and meaning of human life must 
issue in juster laws aud political institutions. 
It holds, moreover, that the improvement of 
the present surroundings of many is en indis- 
nsable condition of the moral welfare of all. 
n this sense the society may be said to aim 
at political and social reforms. But it does 
not propose in its corporate capacity 
to interfere with the work of organiza- 
tions which deal with particular 
soolalevils. So far as these organizations 
aim at good and noble ends, the Ethical So- 
— is in entire sympathy with them; 80 far 
as they adopt means which are in themselves 
moral, they may iu particular cases have its 
hearty co-operation. But its fordmost alm as 
1 society isto set forth and bring home to 
men’s minds those universal principles of 
well doing and well being, the observance of 
which is essential to the permanent usefulness 
of ali reform.’’

NATIONAL AGREEMENT. 22 


IT WILL BE BROKEN BY THE NATIONAL 
LEAGUE ON MONDAY NEXT. 


Providing Their Present Flayers Refuse to 
Signo With Them—Only the Minor League 
Players Will Be Secured—Fuoll Details of 
the Leagues Plaus for the Coming Base 
Ball War—Players Already Signed—Gen- 
eral Sporting.

If the 

players sign them 

there can be no Broth- 

erhood League next 

year, asthe men could 

be enjoined in the 

courts from playing. If 

on the other hand the players refuse to sign 
the contracts, as they undoubtedly will, 
the magnates will know that the 
Brotherhood intends fighting them. 
Very IIkely the players may ask 
further time until they see what the Griev- 
ance Committee ofthe League agrees to do 
for them, or use some other pretext to delay 
showing their hands. However the present 
League club owners will know that any re- 
refusal to sign under any pretext will mean a 
fight, and they will prepare themselves ac- 
cordingly. In fact they have already been 
throwing up safeguards to meet the trouble 
which they believe is sure to come. In every 
club there are one or more leuky players who 
bave informed their employers of the Broth- 
erhood’s plans, so that the League *mag- 
nates know whatto expect. Some few of the 
League club presidents and directors are very 


popular with their players, aud the latter nov 


wishing to take undue advantage of them 
have acquainted them with their designe. 
A PLAN OF ACTION 

bas been outlined by the League officials. 
W hen the players refuse to sign the contracts 
next Monday the League clubs will break the 
national agreement and proceed to gobble up 
the best playersinthe Western Association, 
International League, New England League 
and other minor associations. No attempt 


will be made to secure players from the Amer- 
ican Association. The latter association is 
too strong, and the League cannotafford to 
undertake to fight it and the Brotherhood at 
the same time, as sucha contest could only 
result in thelr own destruction. ‘Un the other 
hand they willendeavor to make an ally of 
the American Association and try to in- 
fluence them to join them in the 
fight on the minor leagues, President 
Nic Young of the National League has called a 
special meeting ofthe Arbitration Committee 
of his own organization and the American 
Association, and at this meeting the League 
will make the proposition to the Association 
to break the national agreement in so far 
ns it relates to affordin protection 
to the minor leagues, ver effort 
will be made to induce the association to en- 
ter into such an agreement and the instant it 
does so it willinvolve itself in the League’s 
cht. It is very doubtful whether the associa- 
tion 
CAN BE DRAWN INTO SUCH A TRAP. 

Its wisest policy is clearly to hold hands off 
and let the League fiaht its own battle with the 
Brotherhood and minor leagues, who will be 
driven by the action of the 
Association into joining forces 
Brotherhood against them. If the American 
Association is drawn into the fight, both the 
Brotherhood and the minor teagues will also 
wage waronthem,and efforts will no doubt 
be made to get all the Assvociation play- 
ers into the Brotherhood. At the 
present time the minor associations pay $250 
each for protection under the national agree- 
ment. In consideration of the money so 
paid they can reserve players at a 
saisry of not less than $1,000 a year. 
The clubs have some promising material 
which the older assoctations want, and for the 
release of these players large sums are asked. 
After Monday next, providing the Brother- 
hood fight goes on, the minor league clubs 
will not be paid a cent forthe ralease of any 
of their players, as the National League 

WILL BREAK THE NATIONAL AGREEMENT, 
and sign them regardless of all previous un- 
derstandings with other asseciations, 
fact, oue centieman in St. Louis has already 
signed six of the strongest minor league pilav- 
ers in the country for a National League ciub. 
The contracts are all dated October 21, 
80 as to give them the appearance of 
having been drawn upand signed after the 
formal violation of the national a reement by 
the parent league. Ali of the contracts are 
conditional, too, an un‘lerstanding beinuw had 
with the men signed that in cause the Brother- 
hood does not start a league the contracts 
are annulled. In violating the national agree- 
ment in the manner proposed the National 
League willbe guilty of N the same 
action for which they condemned the Union 
Associlation—violating the reserve rule. The 
only difference is that the National League 
has agree to respect the rule, while the Union 
Association never did, decluring that the rule 
was unfair and unjust to the players and that 
the Association had no right to pass such a 
rule and had no fair claimsto protection un- 
der it 

THE FIGHT WITH THE BROTHERHOOD

They cannot prohibit the 
Brotherhood teamsfrom using the name of 
the city in their title. and the New York 
Brotherhood Club will make as good a title as 
the New York League Club orthe New York 
Bage Bali Ciub.
